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The  MODE  of  ELECTION. 


HE  method  of  election  is  as  follows : 
two  fcrutineers  are  to  be  nominated  and 


chofen  by  the  majority  of  hands  prefent,  before 
the  ballot  fhall  begin ;  which  is  to  be  at  one 
o’clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  to  continue  till 
three  o’clock  :  at  which  time  the  ballot  fhall 
be  clofed. 

When  any  Governor  offers  to  vote,  his  name 
is  to  be  marked  in  a  lift  of  Governors  by  the 
fecretary  ;  and  he  is  to  deliver  the  lift  of  the 
names  of  the  perfons  he  votes  for,  to  the 
perfon  who  prefiaes,  who  fhall  immediately 
put  it  into  a  proper  glafs. 

The  Prefident,  fix  Vice-Prefidents,  the 
Treafurer,  and  fifty-four  others  of  the  Gover¬ 
nors  are  to  be  elefted  ;  who  together  are  to 
be  the  General  Committee  for  managing  and 
tranfa&ing  the  affairs  of  thp  JHofpital  the 
year  enfuing,  and  till  others  fhall  be  chofen 
in  their  room. 

In  the  ele&ion,  every  lift  containing  the 
names  of  more  than  thirty-three  perfons  who 
were  of  the  fifty-four  fo  elected  the  preceding 
year,  fhall  be  totally  rejedted. 

All  difputes  concerning  the  eledlion  of  this 
Committee,  fhall  be  determined  by  the  ma¬ 
jority  prefent.
